BITUMINOUS HOOK. 


Paving with It. 

Tue Tres has already noted the fact 
that a local syndicate has got hold of an ex- 
tensive deposit of the bituminous lime-rock, 
-and has nearly completed a sample pave- 
ment of it on Commercial street. ‘The San 
Francisco Post has the following compli- 
ments of the material : 

The tireless efforts of the Post, and the 
example set by other communities in the 
State, have at last resulted in awakening 
the municipal government of San Francisco 
to the fact that the time for action in the 
matter of public improvements has come, 
and if Mayor Pond does not lose his 
the city will soon emerge from its silurian 
stagnation and make a show of enter- 

rise. For the past month the Mayor 

been engaged in com- 
pleting arrangements for a public improve- 
ment, which, if it is pushed, wil¥not only 
po very popular, but a source of conven- 
ence and comfort to the traveling public on 
Market street. The test that has becu given 
the bituminous rock pavement has proved 
so satisfactory that the Mayor conceived the 
idea that if Market the great central 
thoroughfare of the city, could be covered 
with at smooth, durable vement it 
would prove avery desirable change. The 
leadirig tax-payers with -whom he has 
recently consulted are said to have ney 
favored the proposition, and backed 
this sentiment the Mayor went to work im- 
mediately to see what could be done in the 
matter. After thoroughly discussing the 
question it was decided that if the necessary 
arrangements could be made the basalt 
monte on Market street, from East to Ninth, 
wou 
foundation of concrete covered with a layer 
of bituminous rock, thus making a sniooth, 
solid pavement from the ferries to the 
Mechanics’ Pavilion. 

With Golden Gate avenue paved with the 
same material the city would have a 
splendid drive from the ferries to the park, 
that would onere favorably with any 
thoroughfare on the continent. The prop- 
erty-owners to be benefited by the improve- 
ment were consulted, and to’their credit it 
can be said they agreed to impose upon 
themselves the extra tax of paying one-half 
of the expense connected with the work. 
Senator Stanford was next interviewed on 
the subject and readily agreed that the 
Market-street Cable-car Conipany would 
pave the space between their tracks with 
the rock, oe city

on either side of the track. 

“It is time that San Francisco did some-

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AN UNKNOWN RE- 


GION OF ‘VENEZUELA. 


Habits and Customs of a Very Ex- 
clusive Tribe of Indians — Novel 
Experience of the American Con- 

gnlat Maracaibo. 


_ {Washington Dispatch.) 

The interests of the United States at 
‘Maracaibo, the principal rt of Vene- 
zuela, appear to be in the hands of a 
very competent Consul, The present 
occupant of the position, Mr. E. H 
Plumacher, is a naturalized citizen of 
Germany, who was appointed in 1883. 

- Writing to the department immediately 
before the events which figured in re- 
cent dispatches he narrates the results 
of a singularly interesting exploration 
party, organized by himself and carried 
“out under American supervision, into 
a part of the Venezuela Territory, 
which has never hitherto been 
described. The Indian Territory of 
Goajira is situated between two of 
the most prosperous and pro sive 
States in Venezuela, but Indians 
who inhabit it have succeeded 
in maintaining upto the present day 
their absolute independence, and the 
resources of the country they inhabit 
are as unknown as they were when 


Columbus first landed. There is but, 


one method of exploring possible, and 
_ thatis to senda man into the country 
who has married an Indian wife of the 
sought explored. ul as 
his influence lapses with the tribe to 
which he belongs, it follows that he 
has torenew the persuasive power in 
each Indian territory traversed. Con- 
sul Plumacher does not distinctly ex- 
plain how this was doné, but gives a 
most interesting account in a report to 
the State Department of the results of 
Anis exploring expedition. He states that 
the natives are robust and. warlike, 
with dark complexions and straight 
hair, and much given to raids and 
robberies over the frontier (therein 
showing no marked dissimilarity to 
Indians in the United States). Although 
intractable, they make periodical visits 
to the frontier and exchange cattle for 
beads, knives and calico, occasionally 
trading off young girls for these de- 
sired commodities. Marriage among 
them is a matter of barter, and an 
expensive luxury, and, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that a wife has 
néver any voice in the choice of her 
husband, when once married her 
ition becomes a most important one. 
he is thereafter obliged to maintain 
her husband in food and clothing, and 
becomes the principal in all matters of 
business. Nobargain made by aman 
- ds considered valid unless it has the 
sanetion of his wife. Other cus- 
toms of the Goajiras are strange 
and interesting, and have remained 
unaltered from time immemorial. One 
of the most striking is a complicated 
eng of payment by tears and blood. 
f an Indian accidentally wounds-him- 
self or breaks a limb, the family imme- 
diately demand of him the ‘payment 
of blood,’’ on the theory that as his 
blood is also their own he has no right 
to shed it without making compensa-. 
tion. The relatives of his father also 
claim the ‘“‘compensation of tears,’’ 
which is less expensive. Even the. 
friends who may have witnessed the 
accident are entitled to compensation 
for grief into which they were plunged. 
If an Indian who has borrowed a 
horse from a friend is thrown there- 
from and suffers injuries, his relatives 
demand compensation from the owner 
on the ground that the accident would 
~ not have occurred if he had not lent 
the horse. The seller of any article is 
responsible for the results of its mis- 
use. It is an affront which mnst be

When Brigham Young was made ac- 
quainted with the nature of the valuable 
article contained in the twelve bottles 
he informed the owner that God had 
made him the instrument to find this 
treasure that he might give it to the 
head of the church, and forthwith took 
the vintage. 

The wine was in turn stolen from 
Brigham by an me Mormon, who 
brought it to Montana, and on his 
death bed, at the mining camp of Pio- 
neer, he bequeathed to J. A. Murray 
‘this wine of such -an eventful history: 
as testimonial of his gratitude to that 
gentleman for having loaned him $500. 
at one time for the purpose of calling a 
hand of Julius Levy, by which he took 
down a pot containing $1,309.—Salk
